lost their importance in today’s context 
and that constitutional discussions are 
no more than empty debates.” 

Mr. Johnson ts also, of course, the 
author of numerous other statements 
which may. have struck some of his 
readers as pleasantly nationalist and 
others as vaguely threatening. For 
example, he once assured a press 
conference that Fréhch-Canadians ‘‘will 


progress whether within Canada as a& 
country or on a smaller scale.” This is 
an observation but not a commitment. 


He said on ‘the same occasion: 
“Canada will be a biethnical and 
bilingual country or it will not be a 
countcy at all.” This is prophecy, some- 
what lacking in definition. There was 
also the famous “separation if necessary 
but not necessarily separation” which, as 
Mr. Johnson afterwards explained was 
not blackmail but “pure political real- 
ism.” 

In Mr. Johnson's situation, realism 
may suggest. one of two alternatives, 
When one has a razor-thin majority, it is 
natural to thinkof an early election. A 
Quebec leader of such a mind may seek 
a quick legislative build-up in order to 
appeal on a promising record (as Mr. 
Diefenbaker did in Ottawa in 1957). Or 
he may formulate unacceptable demands 
and then campaign against Ottawa 
according to the ancient and cherished 
provincial tradition. 

As this is tax agreement year, we can 
probably assume that Mr. Johnson, 
immediately on taking office, will begin 
preparing for an autumn round of 
federal-provincial meetings.

Three Options 


These are the three options 

isolation, participation or

Isolation he knows, of

But there is another: factor 
that works in the favor of 
Canada. Because the election 
bas left the Union Nationale 
and the Liberals in-delicate 
equilibrium, no group of poli- 
ticians in Quebee can now~ 
claim to control a consensus. 
This. is ‘an unprecedented 
opportunity for federal politi- 
cians to move in and start 
communicating the advan- 
tages of confederation directly 
to the voters, 

At the same time, they 
must try to push Johnson into

‘THE RECENTLY RELEASED 
4. results of a B.C. Teachers’ Fed- 


* eration survey confirm the fact that 
_ the Greater Victoria School district 


contains more classrooms housing 
40. or more pupils than any other 
school district except Vancouver in 
the province. « F 


Furthermore, about two-thirds 
of this district's elementary classes 
run to more than 35 students. The 
Chant “Royal Commission recom- 
mended a’ maximum of 35 and the 
provincial governmerit now makes 
its regular contfibution to teachers’ 
salaries on a basis of 37 pupils to 
the room. Thus, Greater Victoria 
engages fewer teachers than the 
number for which it can receive 
government grants. 


The statistics may paint a darker 


‘picture than is justified. Greater 


Victoria is a large school district. 
On--a basis of percentages. of all 
¢lassrooms under a board’s jurisdic- 
tion, the local area appears in a 
more favorable light. 

The facts remain, however, that 
the number in foo many of our 
classrooms is greater than the ex- 
perts consider satisfactory for effi- 
cient schooling, and that we are not 
using to the fullest extent the finan- 
cial aid for teachers’ salaries which 
could be collected if the excess 
above 37 pupils per room could be 
assembled to fill other rooms. 

It is not feasible, however, to 
transfer the excess from different 
classes to fill other rooms. The extra 
children could come from different 
grades, or might be separated so far 
geographically within. the area that 
attendance in a new combined class 


— even if the students were all 
inone grade — would not be prac- 
ticable. ; 

In any case, the Greater Victoria 
school district just has not enough 
classrooms to. permit such an 
arrangement. : 

When this has been said, it still 
seems obvious that the district has 
failed to solve.a problem which must 
be solved if our children are to bene- 
fit from the advantages of instruc- 
tion in smaller classes and if the 
district is to take full advantage 
of the government payment toward 
teachers’ salaries. — 

It is an over-simplification to say 
that the government's refusal to let 
boards plan more than three years 
in advance has hampered Greater 
Victoria in its efforts to build suf- 
ficient classrooms to permit a lower 
pupil-teacher ratio. There can be'no 
prohibition of construction planning 
itself, even though financing is pro- 
vided only for three years in ad- 
vance. There is still a measure of 
flexibility, but school boards are 
inevitably pinched between rising 
costs and rising population—with a 
frequent reluctance to pay for school 
building on a local basis as an added 
problem. = 

A farther projected development 
may be expected in Greater Victoria 
in the future. The board now has 
on its staff a permanent planner 
whose duties no doubt include 
studies and recommendations to 
meet the needs of the expanding 
child population and to meet them 
on the most efficient and economic 
basis possible. As the B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation statistics show, he has a 
considerable job to do.

V HILE the weather this spring has 
given us a mixture of warm and 
cool, it has-been an exceptional one for 
the plant world. 


The flowéring dogwoods have pro- 
duced more blooms than they have for 
some years. This applies to the osier 
dogwood as well. a 

We have one of the best crops of 
Douglas fir cones that we have had for 
some seven or eight years, and they now 
seem to ‘be maturing with very little 
withering. mais 

The red cedars are loaded with so 
many cones that the branches are bend- 
ing with the weight. 


Amongst the smaller flowering plants 
that showed an abundance of blooms 
‘were the erythronium, false lady slipper 
and the sea blush. 


The vanilla leaf now in'bloom is show- 
ing a lot of the spike-like flowers, while 
the twin flowers are putting forth an 
abundance of its dainty pinkish blooms. 


Along the. roadside ditches the cow 
parsnip with its massive, slightly-round- 
ed flower. head, is eye-catching. 


The wild roses are still putting on a 


bright display of pink blooms. 


. The bitter cherries are hanging in 
dense clusters on the twigs, while the 
Indian. plum, already turning yellow, is 
very. plentiful. 

The fruit of the Oregon grape is heavy 
on the stalks; the salal blossoms are 
hanging on the twigs like beads. t 

The wild grasses as well as those: in 
pastures and hay fields are thick, prom- 
ising a good crop.

These are his words of February 22, 
1965, when he was dealing; very 
disparagingly, with co-operative federal- 
ism: 

“I'm astonished that French-Cana- 
dian. can gaily and smilingly propose we 
put aside legal guarantees and replace 
then. with highly changeable institutions 
and techniques of perpetual compromise 
such as co-operative federalism, where 
on}, a stronger law can finally prevail.” 

Again: “‘Constitutions are made pre- 
cisely in order to protect the fundamen- 
tal human rights against possible abuses 
of power and -to’ protect fundamental 
rights. of minorities. against possible~ 
abuses of majorities. - 

“They ane made to establish the rule 
_of law in place of the rule of numerical 
strength. 

“That ts why I revolt with all my_ 
powers against those who are looking to 
spread the idea that constitutions: have 
lost their importance in today’s context 
and that constitutional discussions ‘are 
no more than-empty debates." 

Mr Johnson fs also, of course, the 
author of numerous other . statements 
which may have struck some of his 


readers as pleasantly nationalist and. 


others as vaguely threatening. “For 
example, he once assured a press 
conference that French-Canadians “‘will 


progress whether within Canada as. a 
country or on a smaller scale.” This is 
an observation but not a commitment. 


He said on the. same occasion: 
“Canada will be a  biethnical ' and 
bilingual country or it, will not be a 
country at all.” This is prophecy, some- 
what lacking in definition. There was 
also the famous “separation if necessary 
but not necessarily separation’’ which, as 
Mr. Johnson: afterwards explained was 
not blackmail but “pure political real- 
ism.” 

In Mr. Johnson's situation, realism 
may suggest one of two alternatives. 


__When one has a razor-thin majority, it is 


natural to think of an early election. A™ 
Quebec leader of such a mind may seek 


_a_ quick legislative build-up in order to 


appeal on a promising record. (as Mr. 
Diefenbaker did in Ottawa in 1957). Or 
he may formulate unacceptable demands 
and then campaign against Ottawa 
according to the ancient and cherished 
provincial tradition. 

As this is tax agreement year, we can 
probably assume that Mr. Johnson, 
immediately on taking office, will begin 
preparing for an autumn round of 
federal-provincial meetings. Whether he 
wil. come as the “pragmatist’’ of the 
Tuesday interview or whether he will 
come like Mr, Duplessis in former years 
remains to be seen.
